I^r, Edvrardas^TUUAUaKAG inn Chief ot the 1- res n Section 
of tho Tliniatry for Foroif:n Affairo in T.ithuania until 
the Ilunnian crinio in 19A0. He obtained for hij..aolf the 
poaition of Lithuanian Minister to tho I.ca:;uc of Ilationa 
and dopartod Inncdintcly. Afti'ic a atay of ao:iC ^luration 
in Ov/itzcrland, ho loft for I’r .nee (a^st.ic cay ho unc 
roquoated to leave) uhorc ho bought a fam in the Uharonte 
Dopartnent. About that time ho \;;>a arrcctcd in coiuioctlon 
vrith Q larjjo smun;lin;j affair involving, S-.dsa ijatchcs, 
1 ,-hich vras reported in tlie prccc. In 1951 ho sold the 
farm and inveoted his capital in atocka. He is reported 
to have received some inside i.Mfomation of tho British-; 
Iran dispute and bou:;^it shares i;hon they slunped and sold 
v/hen thoy rose after tlic Iranian Arrrcer.;ont v;as signed. 

He is one of the wealthiest Lithuanians in exile and la 
certainly tho v/ealthioot in Ira nee. His avarice ils 
ICGcndary and is tho butt of stories and Jokes even among 
hio ovm political cronies. Ho is an ardent Cliriotian 
Democrat and docs not miss any opportunity to proclaim 
the merits of that party to anybody willin:' to listen. 

Ho is dotosted by Lithuanian exiles and is treated with 
reserve even by other Christian Dc:;’.ocrats. At present 
ho is the President of tho Lithuanian Charity Society, 
v/hich gives him frequent opportunities for naking speeches.

His nolo support nr.ionn tho 
Lithuanian conmuiity in Franco is l‘r. hnckis, vdio lo also 
an ardent Cluristian Donoernt but \;ho does not care to 
anooclato too closely with Turauskas. Whatever cooperation 
there in between then is on the unflorotarulin,; t lat it is 
Good for tho intorosto of tho Party.
